Washington— The United States 


government will interpose .no objection 
to the flotation by the government of 
France of its proposed $70,000,000 re- 
financing loan. Tiiis does not mean 
that the go /eminent here has modified 
its position with respect to the lending 
of money to countries which have not 
agreed to f jnd their war debts but it 
does mean that any refinancing opera- 
tions are regardeded as symptomatic 
of better financial conditions in 
the 


country which does the borrowing. 
x The new French loan has not come 
officially before the American govern- 
ment but the policy here has been de- 
cided upon. As a matter of fact, the 
desiro of France to convert her out- 
standing loans from an 8 per cent 
basis to a 6 per cent basis is regarded 
as natural and as one official remark- 
ed "America will not stand in the way 
of France is she can save 2 per cent 
interest on her present fixed charges 
on past loans." 
STRENGTHENS POSITION 


It is recognized moreover, that any 


saving which the French government 
accomplishes adds that much more to 
the French budget as well as adding 
considerable strength to "the future 
borrowing power. The incident is nev- 
ertheless provoking a good deal of dis- 
cussion here because officials of the 
government poirt out that France will 
not be able much longer ..to withhold 
payment on the •war debt to the^ Anier.- 
ican government, while accumulating' 
in 'America- large gold reserves. 'It is 
estimated for instance, that France 
has• on deposit in the United" States 
somewhere between $400,000,000 and 
$600,000,000 and the contention, is ad 
vanced that a. nation with such a big 
aeposit ought certainly to be able to 
pay at least S30.000.COO a year on the 
war debt. 
There is no indication that the 


American government will reopen the 
matter with the French. It is expect- 
ed, on the other hand, that the French 
government will not long desire 
to 


place Itself before the world as having 
ignored a debt of the 
size of the 


French debt to the United States. The 
next move, in other words, is expected 
to come from France. 


AWAIT FRENCH ACTION 


So far as the American congress is 


concerned, no action will be taken on 
the Mellon-Berengcr agreement until 
the French parliament has approved 
it. The world war debt refunding 
commission 
has been dissolved 
and 


there is little likelihood that any 
.counter proposition 
which 
modifies 
' the Mellon-Berenger agreement in any 


essential 
point 
will be acceptable. 


There are reasons to believe 
how- 


ever, that French reservations to the 
Mellon-Berenger agreement could be 
so phrased as to make those reserva- 
tions acceptable to the American con- 
gress.

too carefully. It should also be borne in

General Sargent. McCray's offense was 
an inexcusable violation of the highest 
public trust to which the people of Indi- 
ana could repose in him. Men who make 
criminal use of high public office deserve 
to be made an example of. nnd there will 
be a suspicion that powerful political or 
other influences have had a hand in the 
freeing of McCray. 


If. of course, it should develop that his 


life is in peril and that he has only a 
few more years to live, the parole is just- 
ified. It might also be justified on the con- 
tention that the standards of justice today 
are low throughout the United States, 
and that men convicted of far worse 
crimes, including murder, receive a mini- 
mum of punishment, or often are allowed 
to go scot-free. This, however, is a defense 
that, while it might meet with popular 
acceptance, would be a dangerous prece- 
dent and in itself inherentlv indefensible. 


MALNUTRITION 


Because of the detrimental effects phy- 


sically, mentally and possibly morally, of 
malnutrition, it becomes a pertinent ques- 
tion for general consideration. 


About one fourth of the children of the 


United States are inadequately nourished, 
which does not mean that they are insuf- 
ficiently fed but that they are improperly 


fed. while the total number of perfectly 
nourished children is surprisingly small, 
according to the findings of recent studies 
made by the United States Children's 
bureau. In one study conducted in a rural 
county in Kentucky forty per "cent of the 
children were classed as poor, from 
the 


point of view of nutritidn. thirty-five per 
cent as fair, eighteen per cent as good, 
and only seven per cent as excellent. In 
some communities malnutrition is said to 
be so common that it is not even recogniz- 
ed as an abnormal condition. 
Even in 


New York city where child care agencies 
exist that are unknown in the rural sec- 
tions, it was estimated a few years ago 
that 185,000 of the L000,000 school chil- 
dren at that time needed supervision and 
31.000 required medical treatment. 


It was early recognized by all workers 


in this field that the school is the logical 
place for the educational phases of nutri- 
tion work for children of school age. Here 
all can be reached, regularity of atten- 
dance can be obtained, and the education- 
al facilities of the school, such as medical 
service, hygiene classes, physical exer- 
cises, home economics, the school lunch 
and other activities can be utilized to in- 
sure that the children learn hygienic liv- 
ing, and during the school day at least, 
practice it. 


When the importance of the matter is 


more widely understood all school sys- 
tems will embrace this work, for from 
such clinics-nutrition education percolates 
into the home and through the child the 
whole family is reached. It is. therefore, a 
very proper function for schools.

Among the first 
handful of patients I had was a young person who 
liad just one pesky little symptom or complaint, a 
bad taste in the mouth, and try as I could that vale- 
tudinarian would not admit anything else nor could 
I hit offhand on another abnormality. So I made a 
guess and let the patient get away for four bits, 
whereas, had I known anything about 
periodic 


Health examinations, the patient would have left 
the price of a ton of hay. and this has always rank- 
ed in my bosom, for the roads were thicker then 
han they arc now and we sot not over 11' miles 
out of a ton not counting the happiness for which

era is famed. 


Some valetudinarians have a "claim" of nervous 


ndigestion and some good doctors arc willing to 
grant the claim when a thorough examination has 
convinced them (the doctors) that there is nothing 
seriously wrong. For such sufferers Dr. Walter C. 
Vlvarez, often recommends a smooth diet. He argues 
that, as no ferment in the digestive tract will dis- 
solve cellulose (plant fibre) the eating of much 
•roughage"' in vegetables or fruits or bran only 
>laces a burden on the digestive tract'and intcr- 
'eres with the digestion of starches and predisposes 
o flatulence. 


Accordingly Dr. Alvarez would exclude from the 


diet 
of the individual with "nervous indigestion" 


jeans, cabbage, onions, green or red peppers, celery, 
.omatoes, cucumbers, melons, peanuts, many of the 
green vegetables raisins, berries, jams full of seeds, 
nuts and many of the raw fruits. In general such 
patient 
should 
take no coarse foods with fibre, 


ikins. seeds or gristle. Pretty tough. I'd call it. But 
he hardest part of this smooth diet is yet to come. 
Avoid sugar in concentrated form and take no can- 
dy or other food between meals, advises Dr. Alvarez. 


What, less than two spoonfuls of sugar in a cup 


coffee? 
Ouch, that would be anhedonia and 


vorse. 
Sugar seems smooth enough—Dr. Alvarez 


does not explain why he forbids it. Hot cakes and 
vaffles might be all right, he concedes, if they were 
not eaten with so much syrup. And I have often 
nought syrup was all right only folks served so 
many hot cakes with it. 


Avoid eating when in a rush or when mentally 


upset, and avoid squabbles, scolding or family rows 
at table. Fried foods are not bad. Dr. Alvarez con- 
edes, if they are properly fried, that is. totally 
mmersed in fat at the right temperature. The doc- 
or does not specify the temperature, but I take it 
ic,means piping or smoking hot. That's the way

LAKE MICHIGAN STILL WAITS 


ITS HOMER 


Every time a novel appears about 


Lake Michigan I gobble it up eagerly, 
n the hope that it will be the great 
novel about the life on that inland sea 
hat is crying to be written. Evcry- 
ime I am disappointed but it never 
akes away' the conviction that 
a 


great story of the lakes will appear 
iome time. It seems almost inevit- 
blc. 
All of which sounds like a prelude 


o a particularly unfavorable review 
f the latest novel of Lake Michigan 
ife. "The Jfarked Man," by Karl W. 
Detzer. It is nothing of the kind. Det- 
er's book is as good as the average 
f its kind. The publishers compare 
t with the Joseph C. Lincoln books, 
'hey need.not apologize for the state- 
ment. It compares well with the en- 
•rmously popular Lincoln stories and 
vith hundreds of novels of that class 
—socalled action stories, stories in 
vhich action is for its own sake, to 
reduce a thrill. 
x 


It would hardly be fair to ask of, 


>ay a detective story the same qual- 
ties that may be asked of a genuine 
iovel. In the detective story it is us- 
ually not considered good technique 
0 expend words on subtle character 
hading. The action's the thing, the 
unraveling of the mystery. Jt is al- 
most mathematical instead of liter- 
ary. So with the swift tale of action 
hat fills a certain class of magazine. 
t is probab'.y/ unreasonable to ask 
)f it that it shall' have authentic 
iharacter portrayal. Such books are 
•cad for their action, hence it is al- 
most a merit to begin with stock 
igures that can be immediately and 
lefinitely recognized. ll saves time 
or the reader who goes after action. 


All of which is the same as saying 
hat it is unreasonable to expect that 
1 novel of life on the Great Lakes 
shall be a Joseph Conrad story. Jo- 
seph Conrads arc necessarily scarce. 
But I am alwa.ys hoping that some 
novelists of the lakes shall give at 
cast a hint of that kind of thing, 
producing a book in which the action 
of the tale is a revelation of the secret 
«tory of human souls. I am convinced 
.hat the life on the lakes is just as 
rich in material for great fiction as 
he life of the Seven Seas on which 
Conrad based his novcls.- 


•The Marked Man" Is the story of 
young Michigander whose father 


was Scandinavian and 
his mother 


French. Half of him pulls him to the 
if-i of a seaman, half of him pulls to 
the land. The French in him makes 
lim fear the lake, the Scandinavian 
;>art of him makes him reluctantly 
ove it. He is a marked man. prcnat- 
ally. a pawn in a battle between two 
nationalities. More specifically, he is 


marked by his rugged father's tale of 
a dead dog in a shipwreck, a tale so 
often repeated that it makes him fear 
a dead dog in the water as if it were 
a ghost. 


The story hinges on these two ele- 


ments. His French feap of the wj.ter 
makes him appear 
a coward 
on a 


number of occasions. This idea, is fur- 
ther strengthened on specific occa- 
sions when, in a crisis, he encounters 
a dead dog in the water and later ;i 
dead sheep, and his- blood turns to 
water. In the end a big scfne is stag- 
ed by the author, as is usually done 
in the movies, in which the hero prov- 
es to the satisfaction of all and es- 
pecially to the satisfaction 
of two 


girls in the story, one of whom he is 
to marry, that he is fundamentally 
a brave man. 


The big scene is^in itself exceeding- 


ly thrilling—the single handed battle 
of the hro in a littl gasoline boat 
aganist a Lake Michigan storm. Det- 
zer evidently "Knows Lake Michigan 
at first hand and he knows how to 
stake a storm. If you can overlook 
the artificiality of the whole setting, 
the absence of genuine life ot" their 
own in the characters, you will prob- 
ably get a great deal of enjoyment 
out of "The Marked Man."

Doxtatcr had refused to pay 
his taxes for some years past, and a 
tax deed had been secured. The new 
owner secured 
a writ of restitution 


which the sheriff served on the fam- 
ily. 


The Doxtaters barricaded themselves 


in the home and tear sas failed to dis- 
lodge them.

broken in and the entire family battled 
the sheriff and his deputies until they 
were overcome and taken to tho coun- 
ty jail at Green Cay where they were

moved into the road. 


The Oneidas, incensed at such treat- 


ment, have taken up tJo fight in ear- 
nest, and William Skenadore, chair- 
man of the tribe .leading- the battle. 


The present battle of the Oneidas to 


-«xcape taxation is based 
on treaties 


made in 1784. The original thirteen 
colonies were weak and in distress in 
their fight for freedom from England 


and appealed to the Six Nut Ion* of In- 
dians for uld. Only tho Onoldas and 
Tuscuxoray responded, breaking their 
sacred tics which hud bound tho six 
tuitions together for three centuries to 
cast their lot with tho United States 
according to Mr. Skenadore. 


On Oixt. 22. 1784. after the close of 


the war of freedom, the United Statt-8 
made u treaty with the Oncldux iinil 
Tiibcurorus, grunting the rcdmvn cer- 
tain tracts of land and declaring that 
they should be forever sccuic In their 
possession of tho property. Mr. Skc 
udorc said Marquis LaFayctte was 
present when this treaty was signed. 


MAKE ANOTHER TREATY 


In 1791. after the- Indians hud com- 


plained of cnroachmcnt of their rights 
the United States made another treaty, 
which Mr. Skenadore claims, the Uni- 
ted States 
commissioners arc now 


seeking to set aside. This treaty pro- 
vided that the land held by the Onei- 
das in Wisconsin should never be em 
braced by the state.

Since the 
care of the Indians and their property 
b'ccame a great burden to the govern- 
ment oflicials, about 1870. fee simple 
patents were Issued to them for the 
ptoperty they then tccupicd. These 
patents, the state claimed, made the 
property -subject to taxation and tax- 
es wcro levied against them. Many of 
the Indians refused to accept the pat- 
ents. ,c:iliming the United States could 
not bieak the treaty 
of 1794. They 


maintained 
the federal 
government 


should retain the titles for the land 
and it should be held for the Indians, 
without taxation. 


It is on this technicality that the 


Indians base their refusal to pay state 
taxes. They claim the United States 
had no right to issue the fee simple 
patents under the original treaty and 
they are trying to force the "govern- 
ment to follow out the terms of the 
pact.

Of the six changes made in the foot- 


ball rules, I am inclined to think one 
only will have a direct bearing on the 
general style of play. 


The placing ot the goal posts 10 


yards farther back, the limiting of the 
liuddle conferences to 13 seconds and 
a time limit of 30 seconds on bringing 
the ball into play, as well, as the one 
second pause in all shift plays, won't 
eliminate any of the many thrills on 
which football thrives. 


Most of the changes simply mean 


extra work for the officials, with the 
unpleasant possibility that there may 
bo more penalties inflicted. It is to be 
hoped not. as the stopping of play to 
levy a penalty has been overworked in 
the past. 


Football fans like to see players ad- 


vance the ball, rather than a parade 
of the officials with the ball tucked un- 
der the referee's arm., 
. . 


The one change that I do not favor 


is the one related to fumbled- punts, 
making the ball dead at the point of 
recovery of fumble rather than a loose 
ball. 


This reform has taken one of the 


big thrills out of the game by eliminat- 
ing the element of gamble to a mini 
mum. 


True, it is tough for one team 
to 


score a touchdown after a sustained 
offensive netting a gain of 70 or 80 
yards, only to have the opposition a 
few minutes later-even the count by 
having one of their players pick up a 
loose ball after a fumble and run 90 
yards for a touchdown. 


The first touchdown was scored be 


causo of a marked superority in play 
while the second one was simply a 
break in luck: or better, possibly, the 
result of wideawake football. 


One of the big thrills of the always 


colorful Army-Navy game of last sea- 
son was a sensational recovery of a 
fumbled punt. 


Let us set the stage for a play that 


no longer can take the place on the 
gridiron, unless the rulcmakers later 
decide to revert back to the old rule. 


The score is 13-7 against the team 


with the ball in its possesion. It do 
cides to kick and the punter gets away 
a spiral that carries to the 25-yard line 
of the team in the lead. 


Just as the player handling the ball 


picks it out of the air, he is tackled 
hard and the ball pops out of his 
hands. An alert player out of the trail 
ing team, following the play closely, 
recovers the fumble and runs 25 yards 
for a touchdown. The score is tied. In 
a few seconds a. fumble has changed 
the entire complexion of the play. 


No longer can such a thing happen. 


Tho above recital is just an air castle 
of the old days. When the ball 
is 


fumbled on the 25-yard line it 
be 


comes dead at the point of recovery 
and cannot bo advanced, beyond that 
spot. 


Removal of the penalty for a fumble 


takes away the premium on hard, yet 
clean football.

receiver of highly improved design 
Even in this radio has shown a mark, 
ed advancement. For the three-tube 
eet, that used to bo the' next step 
above the crystal rcelver. now is fast 
declining. In fact, even this has neg- 
ligible space at the immense radio 
Ehow of 192". 


For today is the day of the five to 


ten-tube receiver. It is the day of 
single control, of compact well-built 
tmits. shielded thoroughly against in- 
ternal 
interferences and 
designed 


along the most advanced plans of re- 
generative and neutralizing control 


There are super-heterodynes, too,

GREATER POWER 


The prevailing mode is the regen- 


erative receiver, with

four stages of radio frequency ampli- 
fication.

No show, 
however, is 
complete 


without its innovations, and this one

changes shown for the ftrst time, all

^^ t noteworthy is the trend to- 
ward reception without the use of 
batteries. This implies the introduc- 
tion of a new type of tube that Is

TUBES OX TRIAL 


Three forms of this tube stand out. 


One is the McCullough type, which 
employs a heating unit to throw a 
steady flow of electrons through the 
tube.

Un- 
til this occurs, the prevailing type of 
iube will continue popular. 


The lack of a perfect 'A. C. tube, 


as yet. is made tip by the Introduc- 
tion of practical battery eliminators, 
especially those eliminating the cum 
hcrsome B-batteries. The eliminators 
of today, of which there are almost 
a hundred different makes, are well 
Iniilt and efficient. 
They are made 


for variable voltages and most Of 
them are prepared for the high volt- 
ages required for the high power am- 
plifier tubes.- 


A-ELIMECATOR COMING 


As for the A or filament battery, the 


majority vote still goes to the» stor- 
age type with trickle battery charger 
to keep it constantly charged. There 
are all sorts of combinations of these, 
but all follow this one idea.

chairman of tho board of the United 
States Steel Corporation, died sud- 
denly, the market remained firm. L'. 
S. Steel common dropped five-eights 
of a point: then, before the day was 
over, it rallied and even went up a 
trifle. 
There probably arc several reasons 


why the death of one of the nation's 
leading industrialists failed 
to dis- 


turb the market. One of them, un- 
doubtedly, is Judge Nathan L. Mil- 
ler.Judge Miller, it is generally 
ex- 


pected, will succeed Judge Gary as 
arbiter of the great steel combine. 
The behavior of the market on the 
day of Judge Gary's death gives a 
hint to his character and reputation. 


HAS NOTABLE RECORD 


Little known to the public at large. 


Judge Miller is both well and- favor- 
ably known in the financial world. 
He" is known as an able corporation 
lawyer, a man who has played the pol- 
itical game shrewdly and honorably, 
a financial advisor who is eminently 
"safe" and conservative but who is 
far from a reactionary. 


His life story is remarkably like 


that of Judge Gary himself. 


Like Judge Gary- Judge Miller was 


born on a farm and knew the long, 
hard work of a farmer's boy in his 
youth. Like Judge Gary, he left the 
farm and turned to the law. starting 
as a struggling, 
poorly-paid 
small 


town attorney. Like Judge Gary, he 
served for a time on the judical bench 
of his home state. 
Yet the similarity is not complete. 
Miller, for example, mixed in poli- 


tics more than Judge Gary ever did. 
His connection with the steel industry 
came comparatively late in his career; 
Judge Gary grew up with it. 


Nathan L. Miller was born in a 


jross roads 
village 
in 
Cortlar.d 


county, N. Y.. in 1S66. His boyhood 
was spent as the boyhood of most 
farmers boys of that generation were 
spent—in long days of toil, with r.o 
luxuries. He had the ordinary school- 
ing of his day — approximately three 
months a year—and he had no tims 
to learn any sport except boxing. This 
it should be stated, was forced upon 
him. As a. boy he was undersized, and 
had to learn to defend himself froin 
the town bullies. He learned so well 
that by the time he had reached his 
'teens his associates had learned to 
respect his abilities. 


BECAME REPUBLICAN 


When young Nathan was 15 two

In his tours of 
inspection of the county's schools ho 
mad* the acquaintance of Miss Eliza- 
beth Devern, who taught In the Mar- 
athon Academy. 
After a time Miss 


Devern became Mrs. Nathan Miller. 


Miller was admitted to the bar the 


same year he became school commis- 
sioner. 
In a few.years he had dc 


veloped his practice so that ho was 
considered the county's outstanding 
attorney. 
Due to'this and his ability 


as a stump speaker, he became chair- 
man of the Cortlnnd county Republi- 
can committee In 1898 and In 1901 
was 
elected 
Cortland 
corporation 


counsel. And In 1903, so favorably 
\vas ho known to leaders of tho New 
York Republican party, ho was macto 
an associate justice of the state sup- 
reme court. 


Judge 
Miller 
remained on 
the 


bench for 12 years, advancing to the 
court of appeals* In 1913. In 1915 he 
retired to re-enter private 
practice, 


pleading that he could not support 
his family—he had seven daughters 
—on a. Jurist's salary. 


On his resignation 
he. moved to 


Syracuse, where he became co'unsel 
for a large corporation at $50,000,000 


a year. In 1920 the Republican par- 
ty drafted him for governor. 
Ho 


served two years, suffering defeat by 
Al Smith in 1922. Then'lie renunten-d 
private practice moving to New York 
City and entering an alliance with 
tho steel Industry that grew closer 
and closer as tho years went by. 


KNOWN AC "CZAR" 


Judge Miller has the reputation of 


being a "czar," of riding over sug- 
gestions of his subordinates and of 
insisting on following his own ideas 
regardless of opposition. Thoso who 
know him best, however, say that 
these reports are wrong: that he Is a 
capable, firm executive but that he 
has a markedly "human" side, how- 
ever little the general public may see 
of It.

though he Is very conserva- 


tive in his views on business and po 


lltlcs, he could not be classed u ft 
reactionary—not, at least, by his own 
definition. 


"A reactionary." he said, "Is a man 


living in the past, a man who i»

Madison—W)—There is no city 
in 


the United States today that could di- 
vorro Itself from its utilities and exist 
24 hours, C. L. Bioughton. editor of 
the Shoboysan Piei.«. told delegate'. 
to tho Wisconsin Utilities. Association 
convention in session heic- Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 


"There was a time." Mr. Biouphton 


continued, "when cities could 
easily 


have dispensed with utilities, weak and 
haphazardly run, but that time is past. 
Transportation, water, gas. and elec- 
tricity are four \ ital subjects identified 
•wit1 tho life of a city. 


"In my newspaper activities, extend- 


ing over a period of more than 40 
years. I have seen many abuses, and 
In more recent years, many changes 
that have brousht the utilities into the 
foreground, and which are worthy of 
the support of the investing public. I 
have seen the horse car replaced by 
the clectnc-dmcn. and electric light 
and gas consumers growing from a 
limited few to the thousand in my own 
county, -which is an indication of the 
same conditions elsewhere." 


"The newspaper is a public utility, 


although not legally 
recognized 
as 


such. The newspaper is like a public 
utility in its service to the commun- 
ity. 
{'"In a legal sense, however, a news- 
paper and a public utility are quite 
differen. 
Before the 
law, a news- 


paper is a purely private enterprise, 
and not a public utility to be regulated 
and this is quite as it should be. "We 
\sant no regulation of, newspapers, be- 
cause regulation of newspapers might 
too easily degenerate into censorship, 
and censorship of public opinion would 
speedily undermine the whole idea of 
government by the people. 


"It is generally conceded that a 


managed, properly conducted and reg- 
ulated public untility is better for a 
community than several small 
com- 


peting units. This, I believe, was first 
recognized in the case of the telephone 
companies and is now considered the 
best pablic policy in electric and gas 
utilities." 


"How well we can recall the early 


struggles of privately-owned utilities 
in this state. People who put their 
money in were assessed and finally 
had to surrender their franchise. To- 
day we have great interlocking utilities 
forming a network between states, 
•with -waterpower development playing 
a part in these great undertakings- 


"Confidence has played a most im- 


portant part, and this has been en- 
couraged 
through state 
regulation. 


There is such a 'thing as too much 
regulation. No utility today can afford 
to antagonze a community. The good- 
will of that community is its biggest 
asset, and so we find a friendly rela- 
tion existing between governing city 
councils and utility companies. "With- 
in my time and yours, we can recall 
the combats on the floors of counci 
chambers and- in committee 
rooms 


and the fault was not always on one 
side. In those days we found council- 
men ready and willing to use

utility as a means of

hatred and building up a political ma- 
chine.
